have reported in full The vole at
Push is small and cuts no figure in
the result.

In many respects the election was a
remarkable one. Despite Sherlf Lin-
ville's confidence that he would be re-
elected, things looked wvery blue for
him on election day, and many of his
warmest friends conceded the election
of George W. Morton, the democratic

nominee. It was claimed by the demo-
crats and pretty generally believed by
republicans that Morton would have
more than 200 plurality in the city,
but the democrat was not supported
in several precincts and defeated Lin-
ville by only 92 votes. Linville claimed
that he would carry the country by
300, but his lead outside the clty was
224. Including the vote of Push, he
Is elected by 132.

It 'was noticeable that Morton did
not gain In some of the clty precinets
along with the other democrats. In
No. 4, for instance, he ran considerably
behind Laws and Burns, and also fell
short of B. F. Allen's vote. At city
precincts No. 2 and No. 3 he was also
beaten. His friends had calculated on
these precincts giving Morton safe
majorities, but thelr prediction was
not realized. Morton Is said to have
been given the “double ¢ross,” but this
view Is not shared by those politiclans
whu are well posted, and who know
of Linville's ability as a campaigner.
Still, in the face of the very enthusias-
tic support which Morton received and
the outlook on election day, the result
was a surprise to almost everyone ex-
cept the sheriff and a few of his
stanchest friends.
